Pope Pius XII tonight, 
the first time in history, 
gave a Papal audience 
across thousands of miles 
of television relays be- 
tween eight nations. 


The 7B-senr-old pontiff, 
standing before two telecameras, 
spoke for nearly 15 minutes to 
ubout 90 million viewers, At 
the ond he gave them his 
apostolic blessing. 


The Pope spoke successively 


in Italian, French, German, 


. English nnd Dutch. He chanted 


the formula of the benediction 
in Latin. 


From the Vatican, the picture 
was relayed over the mountains 
of northern Italy to Switzerland 
ond France, on to the lowlands 
of Belgium and Holland, on to

&’ ‘OST bridge players throw 
. away thousands of points 


each year on the sort of hand, 


in which both sides have fair 
strength and good distribution. 
If you play in an average game, 
you probably have just a8 many 
thousands of points thrown 
right back to you; #0 at tho 
end of the year you're about 
even on this type of hand.” 

The pessimistic statement is 
taken from my brand-new book 
“What's New in Bridge.” Tho 
remedy, obviously, ts to keep 
collecting the thousands of 
polnts that your opponents 
throw away but to cut down 
sharply on the points that you 
tbrow away yourself. 

Today's hand, taken from the 
buvk, shows how the average 
player shirks his responsibilities 
and throws pornts out of tho 
window.

When North passes, he an- 
nounces that he does not have 
a goud double.

This would be rea- 
sonable if North had no 
strength in hearts but had, in- 
stead, the king of clubs” or 
perhaps a singleton club and a

South must assume that

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A Rumour Earned 
Britain — 
$90m. Last Month 


From Our Own Correspondent 


_ London, June 6. 

Rumours which became current at the end of 
April that the British Authorities would allow the 
pound to rise in value above its present upper 
limit of $2.82 brought in no less than $90 million 
in gold in the first few days of last month — and 
ineklea tally improved the prospects for convertibi- 

ty. 

This gold inflow was the biggest factor in the 
rise of $165 million in the sterling area's gold and 
dollar reserves in May. American defence aid was 
on the low side—only $6 million compared with 
the monthly average of $17 million in the first four
